Veterans who are 
now 
attending 
a 
college

university under the GI Bill 
are reminded that they must 
establish their entitlement to 
c o n tin u e d 
V e t e r a n s 
Administration benefits this 
month. According to Robert 
D. 
Ram say, 
Veterans 
Service Officer for Collin 
County, all such veterans 
must now be sure that their 
“ cert” cards are properly 
completed and returned to 


the VA. 
The service officer states 
that the certification of 
attendance card, which the 
veteran 
should 
have 
received with his VA check 
on April I, must be com­ 
pleted 
and 
returned 
Otherwise, the VA cannot 
prepare his check 
which 
should be due May I, to 


EFFECTIVE 


cover his final month of 
attendance this semester. 
Also, if the card 
is not 
returned by the end of the 
current 
sem ester, 
the 
v e t e r a n 
c a n n o t 
automatically be reenrolled 
for the upcoming summer or 
fall sessions, in the event he

The certification card is a 
small IBM punch card with a 
blue stripe. This card must 
be completed by the veteran, 
certifying his attendance for

enrollment period. 


The service officer also 
reminds veterans that they 
must inform the VA of any 
changes

their 
legal 
dependents. A veteran may 
receive additional monthly 
amounts for his wile, minor 
children, and dependent 
parents. 


Every veteran should also 
advise 
the 
VA 
of 
any 
program changes, such as 
an increase or a decrease in 
the courses 
being 
taken. 
Such action on the veteran’s 
part will help to prevent an 
overpayment in \ A benefits. 


When an overpayment oc­ 
curs, it must be repaid or it 
is withheld from future 
benefits due the veteran.
